HERBERT  GOLD 

From  The  Heart  of  the  Artichoke 

My  father,  his  horny  hands  black  with  sulphur,  lit  a  cigar  with  a  brief,  modest,  but 
spectacular  one-handed  gesture,  his  thumbnail  crr-racking  across  the  blue- 
headed  kitchen  match;  when  he  described  his  first  job  in  America,  selling  water  to 
the  men  building  the  skyscrapers,  teetering  across  the  girders  for  fifteen  cents  a 
pail,  green  flecks  fumed  and  sailed  in  his  yellowish  Tartar  eyes;  he  peeled  an 
artichoke  with  both  hands  simultaneously,  the  leaves  flying  toward  his  mouth, 
crossing  at  the  napkin  politely  tucked  at  the  master  juggler's  collar,  until  with  a 
groan  that  was  the  trumpet  of  all  satisfaction  he  attained  the  heart;  he— but  he  was 
a  man  of  capabilities,  such  feats  apart. 

As  my  mother  said  of  him  before  they  married,  "He's  well-off.  Lots  of  personality." 
Older  than  the  other  women  of  her  family,  she  used  the  word  Lvell-off'm  a  primitive 
sense,  to  signify  a  general  relationship  with  the  world,  not  substracting  from  the 
term  all  but  its  usual  financial  refrain:  "Well-off  very,  he's  a  Buick . . ."  But  she  took 
the  word  from  Aunt  Sarah  and  Aunt  Ethel;  it's  important  that  the  vocabulary 
derives  from  economic  security,  to  be  extended  outward  only  by  an  exceptional 
act  of  vitality.  We,  my  brothers  and  1,  could  never  eat  enough  for  her.  "Don't 
aggravate  me.  Eat,  Eat,"  she  would  say. 

"We  already  ate,"  I  pointed  out. 

"But  look  at  your  father!"
